In pursuance ofstatute 34 and in exercise of the powers and duties vested 
under statute 88 of the Kerala University (Conduct of Elections to various 
authorities or Bodies), First Statutes, 1974 , I, Dr.R. Prasannan , the Returning 
Officer for the election ofmembers to the Senate of the University ofKerala 
by the members of the Legislative Assembly ofKerala from among the members 
representing the electorate of the University area do hereby give notice that: 

( 1) an election is to be held of six members to the Senate of the 
University of Kerala from among the members of the Legislative Assembly of 
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Kerala representing the electorate of the University area according to the 
principle of proportional representation by means of the single transferable 
vote ; 

( 2 ) nomination papers may be delivered by a candidate or his 
proposer to the Returning Officer at the Secretary s Room , in the Legislature 
Secretariat Buildings, Trivandrum between 11 a.m. and 3 p.m. on any day 
(other than a public holiday) not later than April 25, 1975 ; 

(3) formsofnomination paper may be obtained at the place and 
times aforesaid ; 

(4 ) the nomination papers will be taken up for scrutiny at the 
Secretary s Room , Legislature Secretariat Buildings, Trivandrum at 11 a.m. 
on April 26 , 1975 and the list of candidates validly nominated will be published 
in the notice board in the Legislature Secretariat Buildings, Trivandrum on 
the same day ; 

(5) notice of withdrawal of candidature may be delivered by a 
candidate or by his proposer to the Returning Officer at his office before 
11 a.m.on May 2, 1975 ; 

(6 ) The final list of candidates validly nominated will be published 
at the office of the Returning Officer on May 2 , 1975 ; 

(7) the hallot paper will be despatched to each elector on May 6 , 
1975 in case a poll is to be held ; 

(8) last date and hour for the poll will be 3 p.m.on May 22, 1975 ; 

(9) the scrutiny and counting of votes will be held at 4p.m. on 
May 22 , 1975 .

THE ABKARI (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1975 


An Act further to amend the Abkari Act , I of 1077 . 


Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Abkari Act , I of 1077, for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -sixth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 
1. Short title and commencement .- (1 ) This Act 

may be 
called the Abkari (Amendment), Act, 1975. 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once . 

2. Amendment of section 3.- In the Abkari Act , I of 1077 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), in section 3 , after 
clause (17), the following clause shall be inserted , namely : 

" (17A ) " Transit ” means to move from one place in a state to 
another place in that State through the territory of the State 
of Kerala . 

Explanation . In this clause , " state " means the State of 
Karnataka or the State of Tamil Nadu or the Union territory of 
Pondicherry ." . 

3. Amendment of section 29. - In sub -section ( 2 ) of section 29 
of the principal Act, in clause (i), for the words " possession or 
transport " , the words " possession , transit or transport" shall be 
substituted. 

4. Amendment of section 55. - In section 55 of the principal 
Act , in clause (a ), for the words " transports or possesses” , the 
words " transports, transits or possesses" shall be substituted .

In exercise of powers conferred by section 8 of the Kerala Weights and 
Measures ( Enforcement) Act, 1958 (45 of 1958 ) the Government of Kerala 
hereby direct that in trades in grains or grams like paddy, wheat etc., where 
the dry measures were in use for measure, no transaction , dealing or contract 
shall be made except by weight only with effect from 15th April 1975 in the 
whole of the State of Kerala.

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Explanatory Note 
This note is not part of the notification but is intended to indicate ite 
general purport. 

It was decided in the 16th Conference of Controllers of Weights and 
Measures that the use of dry measures should be abolished . As a step to pave 
the way for eliminating the use of dry measures in trade and commerce, 
granting of fresh licences for the manufacture and the dealership of dry 
measures was stopped two years ago. The renewal of licences for dealing and 
manufacturing dry measures was also discontinued . With a view to achieve 
this necessary amendments have been effected to the Kerala Weights and 
Measures (Enforcement) Rules 1964 deleting the part XII in Schedule IV 
of section 7 of the Rules under the caption Dry measures of capacity . This 
notification was already published in Kerala Gazette No. 30 dated 23-7-1974 . 

But it is found not possible to dispense with dry measures, specially 
designed and meant for exclusive use for the measurem of uncured coffee 
all of a sudden , because it would create problems detrimentally affecting the 
small growers in coffee trade. The sliding scale fixed for checking the 
moisture contents in uncured coffee is based on the relationship betiveen the 
volume and weight of the uncured coffee pooled . Ways and means to over 
come this difficulty in coffee trade will have to be adopted in consultation with 
the small coffee growers and the Coffee Board . Till such time the dry measures 
in coffee trade will have to be allowed to be used . 


By the elimination of the use of dry measures from all other fields of trade 
and commerce it has become necessary to issue a notification under section 8 
of the Kerala Weights and Measures (Enforcement) Act 1958 , stipulating the 
use of weight only , wherever dry measures are used in any trade or class or 
trade transactions dealing or contract instead of by volume. The present 
notification is to achieve the above object. 
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
